and laws of the United States 


The petition recites that the Senate 


did not g-Ke the deposed Senators »

The action of the Senate in expelling

Richmond did not tell at first. It was 
on Saturday last that 
the ex-maid, 


harassed and shadowed at every step, 
broke down and 
declared that she 


would tell the police everything she 
knew. 
On that day she said to Bev- 


erley: 


"I can keep this up no longer. 
No 


matter what you do I shall tell all, 
We all knew what was going on about 
my poor old mistress. 1 can hold my 
tongue no longer." 


Beverley says that it was this dec- 


laration 
which 
brought 
out 
the 


.<storv of the pair upon which Captain 
Barnett is now centering'his atten- 
tion in the effort to solve the mystery 
of Mrs. Stanford's death. 


To 
the 
police Miss Richmond 


stated: 


First—That she had full knowledge 


of a. system of graft and "rake downs" 
practiced by Beverley and Miss Bertha 
Berner. Mrs. Stanford's secretary. 


Second—That she had 
quarreled 


with Miss Berner and had told ,the lat- 
ter that It was "no way to treat Mrs. 
Stanford" and that the two had bit- 
terly discussed the matter of alleged 
"graft- 


Third—That both Miss Berner and 


Beverley had made no secret of the 
"graft" with her and had frequently 
spoken of it, although Miss Richmond 
was no party to it. 


Tourth—That 
Miss 
Berner 
had 


stated that she was a legatee under 
Mrs. Stanford's will, but had no knowl- 
edge as 
to what amount would be 


left to her. 


Fifth—That Miss Richmond had ac- 


cused Miss Berner of using undue in- 
fluences over 
her 
aged mistress in 


many ways, and that a bitter quarrel 
followed. 


Albert Beverley, who for the two 


years ending in May last was Mrs. 
Stanford's butler, verified the state- 
ments of Miss Richmond and gave the 
police much further information. He 
said that in all by means of "rake 
downs" 
and commissions he 
had 


"grafted" about $2100. 
After each 


"rake down." according to his story, 
he would divide with Miss Berner. He 
says that her share amounted to be- 
tween 51000 and 51100. Mrs. Stanford, 
according to his story, was easy to de- 
ceive when it came to business. 


According to the 
system as 
ex- 


plained by Beverley, merchants would 
be approached 
and 
a transaction 


quickly carried out 
by which Mrs. 


Stanford was charged double or triple 
prices for what she wished to pur- 
chase. Then the merchant would give 
Beverley 
what 
he terms "commis- 


sions." 
Miss Berner 
would have 


knowledge of the bill and, if necessary, 
would "O. K." it. Then Beverley, ac- 
cording to his Su>ry and that of Miss 
Richmond, would divide the amount 
of the "commission" with Miss Ber- 
ner. 


As an illustration of the ease with 


•which Mr*. Stanford could be imposed 
upon, Beverley and Miss Richmond 
cited the case of Ah Wing, the Chinese 
housekeeper, who, they said, obtained 
a present of 51000 from her. After the 
death of Harry Lathrop Ah Wing went 
to Mrs. Stanford, they said, and told, 
her that before his death Lathrop had 
promised to make him a present of 
$1000. Without hesitation Mrs. Stan- 
ford gave Ah Wing $1000 to make good 
-the alleged promise of her brother, al- 
though, according to the gossip of the 
servants, 
no such promise had been

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The Lesson of Santa Rosa. 


The story of Santa Rosa's experiment with municipal ownership 


in the face of private competition, printed in.yesterday's TRIBUNE, 


is instructive reading for citizens of Oakland. It turnishes an analogy 


so complete as to compel the attention of every thoughtful citizen. 


Like Oakland, Santa Rosa was supplied with -water by private 


enterprise up to the time the inhabitants decided to inaugurate muni- 


cipal ownership. The owner of the private plant declined to accept -the 


price offered him by the city on the ground that it was much;less 'than 


t h e property w a s worth!

.So an election was called to vote bonds to install a pumping plant 


in opposition to the existing gravity system. 
Then the troubles of the 


city :began. First, there was a scandal in connection with the sale.of 


the bonds, and second, the cost of the municipal plant largely exceeded 


the estimates.

After completion, the plant was found unequal to. requirements, 


the water supply being intermittent and inadequate. The structural 


parts were found to be defective in consequence of mistakes in en- 


gineering, and had to be practically rebuilt at a. heavy cost to-the tax- 


payers.

The tax rate rose and has continued to be much higher than it 


ever was before the bonds w.ere issued, and now there is a call for 


further expenditure to augment the water supply. 


In the meantime the private plant has continued to do a lucrative 


business, despite the opposition of the city. Its business has increas- 
td with the growth of the city, and is now in a healthier condition and 


yielding larger profits than ever before. Apparently it has thrived in 


municipal ownership competition. 
It may also be stated that there 


was a private rake off of $30,000 in the sale of the bonds. 


Thus, at the end of a ten years' competition with a private plant, 


the city is not yet in control of the field and is still struggling to per- 


fect its water system. 


Do the people of Oakland desire to undergo a similar experience?

Decency and Indecency in Art 


What Henry Waiterson calls "the nice distinction between de- 


cency and indecency in art" has been raised anew by moral spasms 
in New York and Richmond, Va. In New York, Anthony Comstock, 
that veteran foe to pictorial and literary immorality, had his sensi- 
tive nerves terribly shocked, by the exhibition in an art dealer's win- 
dow of a painting portraying the rear elevation of a group of ^tiny 
tots sporting in a brook. He compelled the instant removal of the 
offending picture, and it is to be presumed that New York is now in 


* a more virtuous frame of mind. 


'A judge in Richmond fined an art dealer $25 for having on ex- 


hibition copies of several famous paintings and a replica of the Venus 
of Milo. They were modesty itself compared to some of the pictorial 
advertisements sent out by Richmond manufacturers of tobacco and 
cigarettes. 
But then, there is all the difference in the world between 


art and trade. 


Studies in the nude will always excite different emotions in the 


breasts of different people. 
The difference is largely a matter of 


custom/ training and association of ideas. A picture is indecent if 
it be immodestly suggestive. 
Indeed, the vital distinction between 


decency and indecency, narrow as it is and "nice," as the Louisville- 
editor terms it, lies in the suggestion. The expose of nudity counts 
for little, from a moral point of view, beside the pose. It is sometimes 
difficult to point out the subtle difference between the-correct thing 
and that which carries to the senses an impression not exactly cor- 
rect. 


Some artists have a subtle way of appealing to the senses in 


pictures which cannot be termed indecent. 
It is the suggestion, 


delicate often as a dainty perfume, that touches the carnal sense, 
warming the blood or offending the modesty accordingly as it strikes 
the beholder. Nobody seems able .to draw the line. 


Beyond question a bad picture has a corrupting influence on the 


mind, especially the minds' of the young and impressionable, but there 
again difficulty arises in distinguishing the prurient from the innocent. 
Temperament, training, mental habit and physical organization are 
all factors in the impressions., conveyed and received. Those who 
look for suggestion rarely fail to find it. Those who desire animal 
impressions generally receive"th'em'arid are disappointed if'they "do riot. 
The nasty nice people and the nice nasty people are both in this 
category. 
Suspicion of vice and fondness for it are equally alert in 


its detection. People who are looking for something, else often.-over- 
look it or fail to detect it even when it is present. 
'' 


If people could be regulated, there would be less difficulty in 


striking a line between decency and indecency. 


The ladies of Oakland should not forget to urge their hus- 


bands, fathers, brothers and sweethearts to vote for Dr. Myra Knox 
for School Director at Large. There should be at least one woman 
on the School Board, and Dr. Knox has shown that she is adtnir- 


' ably qualified for the duties of School Director. She has held office 
for several terms and has uniformly given satisfaction to the public.

Mr. L. B. Harris, the writer o£ the corrode and deteriorate; rapidly: from 


communication printed below, ' is an 
engineer, of high standing:; formerly-in 
the government service and a gradu- 
ate of West Point. He adds convinc- 
ing expert testimony, to the worthless 
character of wood pipe for water con- 
duits. 


Editor TRIBUNE—In • response 
to 


your request for: my'opinion as to the 
advisability . of 
using wooden stave 


pipe in the municipal water system, 1 
submit the fclawing: .'. 


"Where, as an economical measure, it 


is absolutely necessary to curtail the 
first cost of construction, it may be 
wise to use wooden stave pipes, pro- 
vided it is not to be subjected to a 
greater pressure than that due to a' 
head of 100 feet or. 43.4 -pounds to the 
square inch, as after 
reaching that 


pressure, wooden pipe of- large diame- 
ter requires the bands to be placed so 
close together as to 
do away with 


economy of construction. 


In making use of such pipe, it should 


not be laid in trenches or covered, but 
should be carried on wooden supports, 
as my experience in Southern Califor- 
nia and elsewhere has been that the 
iron bands placed, about the pipes will 


.the action, of the • salts .in - the earth. 
If placed above the ground there is, 
of course, danger of brush', .fires. 


I could not and should not advocate 


the use of wooden pipe In .any part of 
any system of municipal water' supply 
intended to be permanent.' - As -a make- 
shift it might answer 'for a. time. 


I -am 'personally familiar -with 'the 


experience of the Los Angeles Water 
Company with wooden pipe, and also 
with the use of wooden pipe by that 
city In the construction of ^sewers, and 
I know It has proved a disappointment 
whenever 'tried • there. -I have had:, ex- 
perience. with wooden pipe extending 
over thirteen , years, while I. was .chief 
engineer 'of the San Diego Flume Com- 
pany, of the Mount Tecarte Land, and 
Water Company, and of the Southern 
California Mountain Water Company, 
all in San Diego. My unswerving opin- 
ion is that it would be disastrous for 
the City of Oakland to use wooden pipe 
as suggested byline Bay Cities Water 
Company in the construction of a\mu- 
nicipal water plant. . -

Editor TRIBUNE:' I have read care- 


fulls' all that has been -written pro and 
con anent the -water question, and I fail 
to see that the advocates of the Bay 
Cities plan have made out any case. 


Mr. Tevis, In his pamphlet, makes the 


statement, among others, that a saving 
of 24^" per, cent would be_made In water 
rates if his company's plant was bought 
by the city of Oakland. 


Firstly, Mr. Tevts' company has nothing 


tangible to offer—It Is all problematical. 
That little word "If" assumes great pro- 
portions in a matter where bonds are to 
be issued by a municipality to the extent 
of $6,000,000, and these bonds to be guar- 
anteed by the property of the taxpayer, 
and said bonds to run forty years. 
It 


would seem under 'these circumstances 
that a 'greater reduction of rates than 


i 2V& per cent should be expected, yes, 
guaranteed. Six years ago the rates in 
this city were 26 per cent lower than to- 
day, and the people demanded still lower 
rates. At least it-is reasonable to be- 
lieve they did. for the council then in 
power sought to reduce the rates,by 25 
per cent, to which the Contra Costa de- 
murred, taking the matter into court and 
obtaining a judgment which empowered 
them to put into force the present ex- 
isting rates. Mr. Tevls must use stronger 
argument and offer greater inducements- 
than the above statement to influence the 
people to vote for the bonds. Some con- 
tributors state that by acquiring.the Bay 
Cities' plant (if they really have one) the 
competition would force the Contra Costa 
Company to sell at any price the city

For about twenty years .1 resided at 
Livermore, near the Arroyo del Vallo 
and during that time I traveled over 
and to some extent became familiar' 
with the conditions of the watersheds 
of the Bay Cities Water Company. The 
land of the entire Livermore Valley 
is made by wash from the mountains 
and is composed largely' of gravel, Into 
which the water percolates freely. The 
Arroyo del Valle has its course acros.i 
this valley and over this travel bed 
the entire length of the valley. 
The 
creek is what is known as a dry r.reck 
and flows over this gravel bod" in the 
valley—only a short time during Ihi 
rainy season. Ordinarily there is .10 
surplus water, all the water being: ab- 
sorbed by the land before It reaches 
Pleasanton. 
The water from 
this 


stream saturates the ground for long 
distances from the bed of the stream 
during the 
rainy season. 
The last 


twenty years there has been but one 
or two years when there was any con- 
siderable amount of waste water, This 
Bay Cities country Is a -very rouph 
section and from my knowledge of .-tha 
country it seems unreasonable that the 
engineers, in three days' time/.could 
have ascertained any accurate fcno\vl- 
edge of the amount of surplus wter 
which that stream would afford, emd 
it is onlv the surplus water which-th? 
Bay Cities have a right to take, Fur- 
thermore the examinations mads by 
both sets of engineers of 1904 and 
1905 were made in January of eaoh 
year, during the rainy season of the 
year. It is admitted that they have 
no record of rainfall In those moun. 
tains, and had the examinations baen 
made in the summer months, 
when 
there is no water in that stream at a 
distance ten miles above Llvnrrror*, 
they would in all probability inartfi a 
different report.
